banks of the Federal Reserve system are prohibited by 
the 1935 federal banking act from paying interest on 
demand deposits. 
Cities have been exempted from this 
provision, but the exemption expires August 23. 
It might 
well expire 
a- the b a n k s aren’t keen to handle city 
moneys which may be drawn out any minute. 
It means 
a lot of bookkeeping 
and responsibility with 
no profit. 
However, several bills a re before congress to extend 
the 
cities’ 
rights to receive, 
interest 
on 
the 
demand 
moneys. 
House committee hearings now are being held 
on these bills, three of which would extend the e\t-mp- 
tion to 19 42, and one to 1939 . 
One ot them, however, 
would call for outright repeal ot the exemption 
p ro ­ 
vision, putting public deposits on a par with other tie 
maud deposits. 
The 1935 law stopping interest payment by Federal 
Reserve member banks on demand deposits accorded 
public deposits a two year exemption, since many state 
laws require payment of interest on such deposits. Four­ 
teen states still have legislation granting cities demand 
deposit interest. 
As yet no amendment has been passed 
to grant cities in every state the right to interest on their 
deposits, regardless of state laws. 
As an example of the amount of money involved, 
sinking fund assets in cities of over 100,000 totaled more 
than $1,000,000,000 at the end of 1934. 
l ash in the gen 
eral treasury of these cities was $140,000,000 
Cities of 100,000 and over in the United States have 
received aggregate revenues from interest on current de­ 
posits running as high as $18 ,000,000 a year. 
The aver­ 
age annual total for the live-year period 1927-1951 w as 
$16.58 1,770. 
Beginning with 
1932, when current 
de­ 
posits shrank and the rate of interest declined, this in­ 
come dwindled. 
In 1932 the cities received $8 ,574,7 18 
in interest on current d e p o s i t s ; in 1933, $5,639 ,601; in 
1934, $4,170,247; and in 1935, $3,49 6,000. 
Interest on 
sinking funds brought these same cities an average ot 
$55,142,365 a year from 1927 through 19 30.

i 93 5 the amou -.t totaled about $58 ,000,000 a 
year. 
Part of this decrease is reflected by lowered in­ 
terest rates ami part by decreasing rates on securities in 
which the sinking fumis were invested.
